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SUSPENSE RELIEVED. 
GOOD NEWS AFTER A LONG WAIT. 
[BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.] 

NEW YORK, Jan. 21.—{Exclusive 
Dispatch. Copyright, 1900, by the New 
York Tribune] The New Tork 
Tribune's war cable, dated London, 
January 21, says the suspense over the 
operations beyond the Tugela was 
borne with cheerful feeling hour after 
hour yesterday, because the dullest ob- 
servers were convinced that a complex 
combination was in progress, and that 
time was required for working it out. 
Thie confidence was justified by good 
news at midnight. 

The War Office started out at noon 
with a correction of the date of the 
bulletin reporting Lord Dundonald's 
skirmish, which was carried forward 


twenty-four hours. Details of this 
sptrited fight near Acton Homes, 
Thursday, revealed the excellence of 


the scouting done by the Natal Car- 
bineer force and Hussars, and the gal- 
lantry with which 300 Dutch horsemen 
were put to rout. One of the prisoners 
taken was the husband of one of 
Kruger’s granddaughters. Kruger’s 
descendants are numerous enough to 
make a large commando by themselves. 

The Central News described Buller 
as visiting Warren's headquarters Fri- 
day and finding the disposition of the 
forces satisfactory. Field artillery con- 
tinued shelling the position from War- 
ren’s line during that day, and at 
Potgrieter’s naval guns and howitzers 
bombarded the outworks in a leisurely 
manner. There were signs of delibera- 
tion and caution in the British tactics 
strongly in contrast with Methuen's 
recklessness in attacking intrenchments 
at sight. 

A budget of belated dispatches de- 
scribing the march of troops to the 
Tugela and the passage of the river, 
tended to confirm the previous impres- 
sions that every detail had been care- 
fully planned in advance, and that 
the entire movement was directed by 
a single mind. Buller was clearly on 
his mettle, and bent upon proving that 
he had the energy and the organizing 
power required for great strategic 
combination. The British and Colonial 
soldiers were also at their best. 

A detailed description of the seizure 
of the pont at Potgieters was a thrill- 
ing story of colonial gallantry, and 
there were fine episodes in the passge 
of Trichard's Drift. 

Cross lights were thrown by Reuter's 
dispatches from Pretoria upon the 
British movement westward. It was 
concealed by a reconnoissance in force 
with an armored train and artillery to- 
ward Colenso. The Boer positions were 
bombarded from the first battlefield 
while the bulk of the army was over- 
running the upper Tugela district. Tes- 
timony was also borne to the severity 
of the naval-gun fire upon the western 
positions north of Potgieter’s. The ex- 
tent of those positions is not yet de- 
fined, out it cannot be less than twen- 
ty-six miles in an air line from the 
kopjes flanked by Warren to Colens9, 
and with the tortuous course of the 
river it may be thirty-six miles. The 
British army is attacking it in force 
at one end and is only capable of mak- 
ing a reconnoissance at the other ex- 
tremity.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 20.—[{Exclusive 
Dispatch,] A bill providing that the 
Mare Island dry dock be constructed 
of stone and cement instead of wood 
passed the House today without op- 
position. This bill was yesterday put 
through the Senate by Senator Per- 
kins. The contractors having the work 
in hand have now been inetructed to 
proceed with the stone construction. 
Representative Metcalf of Oakland 
said today that he intends to make ef- 
forts at this session to have a bill 
passed through both houses, providing 
that one small cruiser be constructed 
at the Mare Island navy yards. The 
government never has gone into the 
matter of constructing its own ehips 
very extensively, and Mr. Metcalf, who 
is a member of the House Committee 
on Naval Affairs, says he believes the 
experiment will prove useful. In the 
first place, he thinks it will be a gobé 
thing for the

r SS there. Shipbuilders will be sure to op- 
— pose Mr. Metcalf’s plan, but the un,

While Friday had been occupied at 
the front mainly with artillery prac- 
tice on the British side and outpost 
affairs and sniping by the Dutch, there 
were persistent rumors of an engage - 
ment yesterday.

There was the usual medley of ru- 
mors from Cape Town, Durban, and 
club loungers waited hour after hour 
for an official bulletin in a spirit of calm 
confidence. They were cheered by a 
bulletin from Ladysmith recounting the 
joy with which the sound of British 
guns westward had been heard. It was 
sweet music for the jaded garrison. 

The War Office cleared the air before 
midnight by posting Buller’e report 
of Saturlay’s battle. dated Spearman's 
Camp, wont 0 o'clock this e ealns.

PROCEEDINGS IN DETAIL. 
LA. F. DAY REPORT.) 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 20.—When the 
House met today, Mr. Tayler of Ohio, 
chairman of the special committee to 
investigate the case of Representative- 
elect B. H. Roberts, presented the ma- 
jority report, in favor of the exclusion 
of Mr. Roberts, and gave notice that 
he would call the case up on Tuesday. 
Mr. Littlefield of Maine presented the 
minority report in favor of seating Mr. 
Roberts and then expelling him. The 
minority report was signed by Mr. 
Littlefield (Rep.,) and Mr. De Armond 
(Dem.) Five thousand copies of the 
reports were ordered printed for gen- 
eral distribution. 

Mr. Roberts was in his seat during 
these proceedings, but made no effort 
to address the House. 

A resolution was presented authoriz- 
ing the Secretary of War to admit 
Almedo Alfero of Ecuador, to the West 
Point Military Academy. 

A bill was presented to grant the 
Chicago, Rock Island and Pacific Rall- 
road right of way through the Fort 
Sill and Fort Reno military reserva- 
tions in Oklahoma.

The Boers northwest 
of Splonkop had been dispersed by the 
shells of a field battery. This seemed 
to contradict the earlier accounts or 
Friday's incidents, but U the line oc- 
cupied was accurately described, War- 
ren's cavalry with infantry might have 
been employed Saturday in turning 
the enemy's position.

“Firet—That the language of the 
constitutional provision, the history of 
ite framing in the constitutional con- 
vention and its context clearly show 
that it cannot be construed to prevent 
disqualification for crime. 

Second the overwhelming au- 
thority of text book: writers on the 
Constitution is to the effect that such 
Giequalification may be imposed by the 
House, and no commentator on the 
Constitution specifically denies it. 

“Third—The courts of several of the 
States in construing analogous provi- 
sions, have with practical unanimity 
declared against such narrow construc- 
tion of such constitutional provisione. 
 “Bourth—The House of Representa- 
tives has never dented that it had the 
right to exclude A member-elect, even 
when he had the three constitutional 
provisions. 

“Fifth—In many instances it has dis- 
tinctly asserted its right «0 to do in 
cate of disloyalty and crime. 

“Sixth—It passed in 1862 the test 
oath act, which imposed a real and 
substantial disqualification for mem- 
bership in Congress, disqualifying hun- 
Arede of thousands of American citi- 
sens. This law remained in force for 
twenty years, and thousands of mem- 
bers of Con were compelled to 
take the oath it required. 

“Seventh—The House in 1869 adopted 
@ general rule of order, providing that 
no person shou be sworn in as a 
member against whom the objection 
was made that he was not entitled to 


‘take the test oath, and if upon investi- 


tion such fact appeared he was to 
permanently debarred from en- 


trance. 

“Fight—The proposition is made that 
the claimant be sworn in and then 
turned out. Upon the theory that the 
public is to permanently part com- 
pany with Roberts, this is a dubious 
proceeding. Such action requires the 
vote of two-thirds of the members. We 
ask if such a vote is possible or right, 
in view of the following observations: 

“The expulsion clause of the Consti- 
tution is as follows: ‘Each house may 
determine the rules of its proceedings, 

nish ite members for disorderly be- 

vior and with the concurrence of 
two-thirds, expel a member.’ 

“No lawyer can read that provision 
without raising in his own mind the 
question whether the House has any 
power to expel, except for some cause 
relating to the context. The ablest 
lawyers from the beginning of the re- 
public have so insisted, and their rea- 
soning has been so cogent that these 
propositions are established, namely: 

“Firest—Neither house of Congress 
has ever expelled a member for acts 
unrelated to him as a member or in- 
consistent with his public duty as such. 

“Becond-—Both houses have many 
times refused to expel where the guilt 
of the member was apparent where the 
refusal to expel was put upon 
ground that the House or Senate, as 


the cage might be, had no right to ex- | 
tor an act unrelated to the "com: | 


r as such, or because it was com- 
mitted prior to his election.” 

The report concludes as follows: 

“If there is any fact apparent in this 
case, it is that the constituents of Mr. 
Roberts knew all about him before his 


election. Can re be room to doubt 
the proper act of the House’? Is it 
prepared to nie up this salutary 
power of exciusifjn” Will it deciare it- 
self defenseless gnd ridiculous? 

“Nor are those who assert that expul- 
sion is the remefy necessarily barred 
from voting for fhe declar- 
ing the seat vacgnt e must, indeed, 
be technical andjgarrow in his know 
edge of the C. who will not 
admit that if a vote to declare the seat 
vacant is sustaifed by a two-thirds 
majority, the (qnetitution is substan- 
tially complied with. He may not 
agree with the ajmmittee that a mere 
majority can ex@lude, but he can re- 
serve the right fo make the point of 
order that the regolution is not carried 
if two-thirds do fot vote for it. 

“If the House (kes the action which 
the minority of he committee insists 
it ought to take it will for the “ret 
time in ite hist y part with a most 
beneficent powe® which it has often 
exercised—a pow@ that ought rarely to 
be exercised, butywhich the House has 
never declared it id not possess.

“A emall partisan majority might 
render the desire to arbitrarily exclude 
a minority vote in order to more se- 
curely intrench itself in power irresisti- 
ble. Hence its exercise is controlled by 
legal rules. In case of expulsion, when 
the requisite two-thirds can be had, 
the motive for the exercise of arbitrary 
power no longer exists, as a two-thirds 
partisan majority is sufficient for every 
purpose. Hence expulsion has been 
safely left in the discretion of the 
‘House and the safety of its members 
does not need the protection of legal 
rules. 

“It seems to us settled upon reason 
and authority that the power of the 
House to expel is unlimited and that 
the legal propositions involved may be 
thus fairly summarized: 

“The power of exclusiog is a matter 
of law, to be exercised a majority 
vote, in accordance with legal principles 
and exists only where a member-elect 
lacks some of the qualifications re- 
quired by the Constitution. The power 
of expulsion is made by the Constitu- 
tion purely a matter of discretion, to 
be exercised by a two-thirds vote, fairly, 
intelligently, conscientiously, with a due 
regard to propriety and the honor and 
integrity of the House and the right of 
the individual member. For the abuse

“We believe that Mr. Roberts has the 
legal and constitutional right to be

“We recommend the following as a

WASHINGTON, Jan. 20.—Little new 
information was developed today in 
the Clark Senatorial investigation by 
the Senate Committee on Privileges and 
Elections. T. F. Normoile of Butte, 
Mont, a member of the last Legisia- 
ture, testified that he had been ap- 
proached with an offer of $12,500 to vote 
for Mr. Clark, but had not accepted it 
and had voted for Conrad throughout 
the contest. Mr. Cason, who was on 
the stand yesterday, was recalled for 
additional cross-examination. He said 
he had been urged by Mr. Clark to se- 
cure the vote of Representative Marcyes, 
Mr. Clark indicating to him that he 
would pay $10,000 for it, but as he 
found that Marcyes would vote for 
Clark anyway he did not approach him 
with the proposition. 

As neither side was prepared to in- 
troduce other witnesses, the committee, 
after a hearing of less than two hours, 
adjourned until Monday. 

THE DAY'S PROCEEDINGS. 
{A. P. DAY REPORT.) 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 20.—At the in- 
vestigation by the Committee on Elec- 
tions and Privileges into the alicga- 
tions of bribery against Senator Clark, 
T. F. Normoile, a book-keeper of 
Butte, was first called. He was a 
member of the last Legislature. He 
testified that within a week after his 
election he was approached with an in- 
direct offer of a large sum for his Wote 
for Mr. Clark. It was said to him that 
he could get $15,000 to $20,000 for his 
vote, and perhaps enough to make him 
a snug fortune, if he would merely ab- 
sent himself from the Legislature at 
the time of the voting for United States 
Senator. When the Legislature con- 
vened a man had approached him and 
asked him if he proposed to make a 
“sucker” of himself and not get any- 
thing out of the election. Finally he 
said, just before the election he was 
offered $12,500 for his vote for Clark, 
the sum to be placed in the hands of 
some disinterested person. 

At this point Chairman Chandler 
said that John P. Murphy of Butte, one 
of the men who, it is claimed, had ap- 

roached Mr. Normoile, had come to 

ashington by request to testify in 
the case. He left immediately after a 
subpoena had been issued for him.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 20.—[{FExclusive 
Dispatch] There will soon be made 
public here the United States govern- | 
ment's official report upon the richness | 
of the Cape Nome gold fields. Govern- 
ment agents spent last summer in these 
fields and they have returned to Wasn- 
ington and compiled a most conserva- 
tive document upon them. But even 
with the conservatism usually found in 
government publications this paper will 
set forth Cape Nome as being the rich- 
est gold country ever discovered on the | 
face of the earth, not excepting South 
Africa, California or the Klondike 
country. 

Very little can be learned about the 
coming report except that it will say 
that these gold fields are the richest 
ever found. Several million dollars 
were taken from them last summer by | 
comparatively few miners, and the ex- 
pectation is that next summer there | 
will be an immense rush for them. The | 
working season is about four months 
there and rough official estimates say 
that fully 50,000 persons will start from 
San Francisco next spring for Cape 
Nome. 

The government is now considering 
how to provide for landing these peo- 
ple when they reach Cape Nome. There 
is a good natural harbor about sixty 
miles from the gold fields and one prop- 
osition is to build a railroad from this 
harbor to the fields. However, the 
fields themselves are directly upon the 
ocean front and another plan of reach- 
ing them is to build a portable pier 
about two miles long out Into the ocean. 
if this plan is adopted, the pier will 
have to be taken down in the fall as 
no human mortal can build a pier that 
could withstand the ice crush there 
It seems likely now 
that Congress will appropriate money 
for building a railroad from the natural 
harbor mentioned to the gold flelds.

KIDNAPING OF EVERETT. 
WASHINGTONIANS RESPONSIBLE. 
[A. P. DAY REPORT.) 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 20.—The State 
Department has been nofified that 
the State of Washington proposes to 
examine into the allegation that offi- 
cers of the State of Washington were 
responsible for the kidnaping of an 
American named Everett. and if it is 
borne out, the men will be punished. 
The State has called for the report 
made to the department by the United 
States Consul at Victoria as a basis 
for action. 

This report shows that Everett, who 
was charged with etage-robbery. was 
spirited across the line from Washing- 
ton into British Columbia, where 
wes held by the authorities, but — 
the blame lies upon the Washingt 
officers, instead of upon the British 
Columbia police, as was at first sup- 
posed. The man is still under ar- 
rest. and his case is a subject of cor- 
respondence between the State De- 
partment and the British government, 
through the British Ambassador here.

TRADE IN THE ORIENT. 
EX-CONSUL WILLIAMS'S VIEWS. 
IA F. EARLY A.M. REPORT.) 

NEW YORK, Jan. 20.—Oscar F. Wil- 
liams, ex-Consul at Manila, speaking 
last night of the mercantile opportuni- 
ties opened in the Orient, said: 

“To be candid with the American 
people and especially the American in- 
vestor, I fnust express the opinion that 
development along commercial lines in 
the Philippines is not likely to attract 
American men and capitalists to any 
great extent. In Europe young men 
who cannot find work at home go out 
largely to the Orient and take with 
them the surplus capital of European 
States. It is easy for Europeans to add 
another link in their chain of enter- 
prises and establish an agency, but if 
you had $10,000 or $100,000 you would 
rather put it into some enterprise 
quickened by the Spanish war than send 
it far from home to one with whom you 
could not daily confer. N 

“Our young men are all well em- 
ployed at home and get better wages 
than the Europeans in the Orient. If 
we send young men abroad, they are 
likely to be those whom the business 
men of New York City have not put 
their hands on and marked par excel- 


lence. 

“In regard to the open door, the 
world recognizes that wherever our 
flag floats justice has been ordained to 
exist. There is no more fear from the 
commerce of other nations in the Ph 
ippine Islands than in Boston or New 
York, for the whole world is on its 
knees today praying for peace with the 
United States.” 


TWO NAVAL SCANDALS. 
ABOUT OFFICERS AT MANILA.

BURIAL OF LAWTON. 
WITH FULL MILITARY HONORS.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 20.—According 
to arrangements already made by the 
War Department, the remalns of 
Maj.-Gen. Henry W. Lawton, who was 
killed at San Mateo, Luzon, December 
12 last, will be interred in the national 
cemetery with full military honors, the 

day after they reach this city. 
Previous to interment, troops to com- 
pose the funeral escort, which will con- 
sist of one regiment of infantry, one 
regiment of foot artillery, a squadron 
of cavairy and two mounted batteries 
of artillery, will be assembled in the 


city to escort the remains from the 
church, where the funeral religious 
services are held, to the cemetery. 
Maj.-Gen. Merritt, commanding the 
Department of the Fast, has been 
charged with the execution of these 
orders.

A PRISONER WITH A SIX-MONTHS’ 


HE TARRIED NOT. 


SENTENCE DECAMPED. 


William Wilkins, Who Was Convicted 
of a Heinous Crime, After Serving 
Four Days of His Sentence Was 
Appointed a Stable Trusty and 
“Flew the Coop.” 


The County Jail is not the only 
place from which prisoners walk away 
when they are especially dissatisfied 
with their surroundings and a kindly 
fate, or something else equally mys- 
terious, opens the way to freedom. 
One of the prisoners at the City Jalil, 
who had been sentenced to serve six 
months, escaped Thursday morning, 
after serving only four days of his 
time. For some reason the escape was 
kept from the knowledge of the press 
and the general public, but yesterday 
it leaked out, as all such matters do 
sooner or later. 

The prisoner who was fortunate 
enough to leave Chief Elton's retreat 
unmolested, after spending in jail only 
four days of a six months’ sentence, 
is William Wilkins, or Wilberts, which- 
ever he chooses to call himself. On 
the afternoon of the llth inst. 
arrested by Detective Auble for an 
aggravated case of indecent conduct 
in the vicinity of the Normal School. 
Saturday. the 13th inst., he was sen- 
tenced by Justice Morgan to serve six 
months in the City Jail. His offense 
wag considered so heinous that he 
was not given the alternative of pay- 
ing a fine. 

On Wednesday evening last Jailer 
Collins made Wilkins a trusty. Collins, 
being the day jailer, has the appoint- 
ing of the trusties. He goes on duty 
at 7 o'clock in the morning and leaves 
at 7 o'clock at night. 

Before leaving the jail Wednesday 
evening, Collins told Night Jailer Ben 
Robbins to send Wilkins down into the 
stable the next morning with the 
stable trusty, in order that Wilkins 
might familiarize himself with 
work before the other trusty’s time 
expired, which would be in a day or 
two. 

Accordingly, Thursday merning, 
about 5:30 o'clock, Robbins sent the 
two men to the stable together. When 
Robbins went off duty at 7 o'clock he 
saw Wilkins in the stable attending 
to his duties. About 8 o'clock, how- 
ever, it was noticed that Wilkins was 
missing, and upon investigation it 
was found that he had left the place 
a few minutes before. The various 
city and county officers were notified 
of the escape. and requested to be on 
the lookout for the man, but up to 
last night he had not been located, 
and he is probably in some safe hiding 
place by this time. 

Two days before the escape of 
Wilkins a man called at the Police 
Station to tearn if there was not some 
way by which the prisoner could be 
liberated, by the payment of a fine or 
otherwise. The man said that Wilkins 
had an invalid wife and family, who 
were absolutely destitute, and needed 
his support. The man was told by 
Clerk Broadhead that there was no 
way by which Wilkins could secure 
his liberty. He had been sentenced to 
serve six months, without the alterna- 
tive of paying a fine, and would have 
to stay in jail. The man left, saying 
something about appealing to the Goy- 
ernor of the State, but if he con- 
templated any such action he was 
saved the trouble, as two days later 
the prisoner walked into freedom with- 
out let or hindrance.

HISTORY OF THE PLAGUE. 


WYMAN TELLS OF THE BUBONIC 
VARIETY. 
IA. P. NIGHT REPORT.! 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 20.—An inter- 
esting and valuable brochure giving a 
complete history of the bubonic plague, 
together with means which have been 
adopted for its prevention, has been 
prepared and made, public by Surgeon- 
General Wyman of the marine hospital 
service. 

The opinion is expressed that in the 
light of experience in other parts of 
the world, it seemg@ reasonable to be- 
lieve that even weré disease introduced 
here, its spread would be very limited 
in cities where the ‘sanitary conditions 
are good and where precautions as to 
the isolation of patients anu the segre- 
gation of those exposed to infection 
could be practiced. The death rate va- 
ries in different epidemics and is esti- 
mated at from 50 t 90 per cent. There 
is a variation al according to na- 
tionalities, Chinese mingly being the 
most susceptible. 

Dr. Wyman expresses the opinion 
that the quarantine methods of the 
United States are Well adapted to the 
emergencies, though the national laws 
should be strengthened. In a letter 
submitting the matter to the Secretary 
of the Treasury, he says: 

“It should not be | forgotten that the 
epidemic is surely, though slowly ex- 
tended and for the rst time in history 
it has invaded the western hemisphere. 
The necessity, therefore, of especial vig- 
Hance has and still is being impressed 
upon quarantine officers of the bureau 
and of the utmost importance is! the 
provision which shogld be mage by mu- 
nicipalities especially those on the sea- 
board, to correct immediately unsani- 
tary conditions which are now well 
known to favor the propagation of in- 
fectious diseases.“

CINCINNATI (0.,) Jan. 20.—{Exclu- 
sive Dispatch.) W. F. Schulte, presi- 
dent of the American Turf Congress, 
has called off the special meeting of 
that body scheduled for January 25, to 
consider the adoption of a circuit 
racing plan, and has resigned his posi- 
tion. His action is considered tanta- 
mount to an acknowledgment that the 
circult plan, which was the pet scheme 
of himself, Col. Applegate and Ed. 
Corrigan, would be defeated at the 
meeting. News of Schulte’s action 
was conveyed in a telegram tonight to 
Secretary Hopper. 

The notice was a complete surprise 
to Hopper, and he says he is at a loss 
to account for Schulte's resignation. 
He had just completed plans for a 
meeting which promised to be one of 
warmest held in recent years. 

The Cincinnati and Louisville tracks 
and the Western Turf Association of 
California were behind a movement to 
allot a fixed date to every track in the 
congress and thus arrange the season 
for their own benefit. Opposition was 
centered in the Chicago and St. Louis 
tracks, which objected to having their 
seasons shortened. They were sup- 
ported by the clubs of Memphis, New 
Orleans and several others. 

The fight was so warm that Chicago 
and St. Louis threatened to resign 
from the congress and form a new 
turf body with Harlem, Hawthorne, 
Lakeside, St. Louis and Oakland as a 
nucleus. Schulte, Corrigan and Apple- 
gate worked hard for the success of 
their scheme. It was first defeated at 
the Chicago meeting last September, 
at which time Schulte was made presi- 
dent of the congress. Since that time 
every effort has been bent toward get- 
ting the matter through, and the call- 


ing of a special meeting was the sig- | 


nal for activity on the part of the op- 
position. 

The Schulte combination was prac- 
tically defeated before the meeting, 
and realizing this, it is said by a prom- 
inent Cincinnati turfman, he decided 
to throw up the sponge. The interests 
of Corrigan and Applegate were more 
at stake than those of S-hultc, who 
felt he was being used too much. Cor- 
rigan, with a prospect. of opening 
Ingleside, was anxious to secure a 
concession from Tom Williams, of the 
California Jockey Club He wanted 
two-thirds of the dates for his two 
California tracks, and could not get 
them except throdgh Turf Congress 
legislation. 

In calling off the meeting and re- 
signing Schulte has left the matter 
where it stood before, and his tele- 
gram to Secretary Hopper means the 
indefinite postponement of the meeting. 
The next meeting held will probably be 
held for the election of Schultes suc- 
cessor. Until that time James How- 
ard of the Washington Park “lub of 
Chicago, who is vice-president, will 
act as head of the Turf Congress. 

SCHULTE BECAME DISGUSTED. 

IA. F. NIGHT REPORT.) 


LOUISVILLE (Ky.,) Jan. 20.—Wil- 
liam F. Schulte, president of the Amer- 
ican Turf Congress which controls al! 
the racing of thoroughbreds in the 
West, resigned his position today. He 
resigned both as president and direc- 
tor of the congress. Mr. Schulte said: 

“I resigned this afternoon because I 
received word that the St. Louis and 
Chicago jockey clubs were going to run 
their meetings règardless of the wishes 
of the turf congress.

JUDGE CAMPBELL DECLARES IR- 
RIGATION BONDS INVALID. 


East Riverside District Issued and 
Sold Bonds Illegally, and Title to 
Property Sold for Taxes to Pay In- 
terest is Void—Decision in a Suit to 
Quiet Title to Orange Land. 

— 


SAN BERNARDINO, Jan. 20.—[{As- 
sociated Press.] Judge Campbell has 
Just rendered an opinion in the case, 
tried in Riverside county, entitled 
Howard T. Hayes vs. Suber, in which 
action Hayes sought to quiet title to 
twenty acres of orange land, setting 
up a tax deed of East Riverside Irri- 
gation District as his title. Defendant 
attacked the deed on the ground that 
district bonds were invalid and proved 
that $100,000 of bonds were bid in by E. 
A. Robinson years ago for 90 cents on 
the dollar, and «ix months coupon in- 
terest attached, leaving the real bid 
at about 87 cents. It was also proven 
that those bonds were not taken by 
the bidder at the time the deed was 
accepted by the district, but that the 
bidder took only $256,000 under his bid, 
and thereafter during a period of three 
or four years, tog Be everybody 
was allowed to take nds under the 
Robinson bid by paying 90 cents on 
the dollar without readvertising for 
bids. The court holds that the entire 
issue of bonds of $100,000 is invalid. 
Taxes were levied to pay interest on 
these bonds for about eight years, and 
the property wae sold to the district. 
The district assigned tax certificates 
to the plaintiff, who in due time took 
deeds, but plaintiff paid the district 
only the amount of taxes as he con- 
sidered the irrigation district act pro- 
vided that when the district disposes of 
property it can do so only for actual 
cash value and then only after such 
value has been estimated by resolu- 
tion of the board of directors. The 
court holds that Hayes’s title to the 
land ie invalid on each orf these 
grounds, and that the taxes levied to 
pay interest on bonds issued are void, 
and gives judgment as prayed for by 
defendant. 


ORANGE COUNTY. 

STAMPING OUT DIPHTHERIA. 

SANTA ANA, Jan. 20.—{Regular Cor- 
respondence.}] Diphtheria claimed one 
more victim today, little Vera M. 
Wright, the eight-year-old daughter 
of Mr. and Mrs. George L. Wright of 
this city. She had been in a danger- 
ous condition, but for the past day or 
two was considered almost out of dan- 
ger. Mrs. R. J. Andrews, whose little 
daughter was buried yesterday, is re- 
ported ill today, with a bad throat. So 
far the epidemic has not been of a 
serious nature with grown people. No 
other new cases have been reported, 
but several of the old ones are prov- 
ing very serious. 

The new Board of Health ized 
last night by electing H. C. Kellogg 
president. Dr. J. B. Cook was ap. 
pointed Health Officer, and the board 
at once ered that all public bulld- 
ings be disinfected under the super- 
vision of the Health Officer. It was 
also ordered that the disinfection of 
private residences where there has 
heen contagious or infectious diseases, 
be done under the supervision of the 
same officer. The Health Officer was 
instructed to have notices posted on all 
buildings at both the front and back 
doors where contagioug or infectious 
disease were to be found, and power 
was given this officer to employ a dep- 
uty to inspect closets and premises in 
the city to see that they are all in a 
satisfactory sanitary condition. The 
board also instructed the Health Officer 
to make daily reports of any new cases 
of diphtheria, giving the street and 
number of the location of such new 
cases: that every precaution might be 
taken to arrest the progress of the 
epidemic. 

BIG REAL ESTATE DEAL. 

A deed was filed in this county yes- 
terday transferring the title to a large 
tract of valuable oil-bearing land in 
the northern portion of the county. 
The tract consists of 4500 acres, and is 
located in the hills northwest of Ful- 
lerton, the consideration being $85,000. 
The property was sold to Domingo 
Rastanchury and was formerly owned 
by the Stearns Rancho Company. This 
sale is one of the most important oll- 
land deals ever made in the county.

OIG PIPE LINES PROPOSED. 

BAKERSFIELD, Jan. 20.—Owing to 
high railway rates two oil pipe lines 
are proposed, one from McKittrick to 
Bakersfield and another from McKitt- 
rick and the Kern River district to 
San Francisco, taking in Coalinga and 
any other flelds that may be devioped 
on the way. The first, if built, will be 
forty-five miles long, and will cost 
about $150,000. It is the scheme of the 
Fresno parties owning the 1000-barrel 
well finished a few weeks ago. The 
second, with its branches, will extend 
a distance of nearly four hund 
miles, and will require at least four 
relay pumping plants with engines of 

horse power each. This project is 
backed by the California Oil Exchange 
of San Francisco, and $3,000,000, to- 
gether with a year’s time, will de con- 
sumed in its building.

SOLDIERS’ HOME. 
REMEDYING DEFECTIVE WIRING. 

SOLDIERS’ HOME, Jan. 20.—[{Regu- 
lar Correspondence.] In the infancy. 
of the electric plant and system in 
this branch, the appropriation provided 
meagerly for the lighting only of 
buildings then existing, and in tourse 
ef construction, materials for which 
were purchased and applied within the 
amount of that appropriation. The 
wires, while not of the heaviest, were 
at least sufficient for the needs of 
that period, and were the best obtain- 
able with funds available for that pur- 
pose. That the wires in buildings were 
not properly insulated, was probably 
also due to the lack of funds. How- 
ever this may be, Gov. La Grange 
shortly after assuming charge of this 
branch, turned his attention to the 
system of electric lighting, and, in the 
course of his investigations, becoming 
suspicious of the wiring in bulldings, 
called in an expert electrician, who 
promptly announced that the system 
of wiring, generally, was dangerously 
defective, and regarding o most im- 
portant buildings said: “Il am at 
loss to find words sufficient! 
to emphasize the danger of fire 
the improper wiring for electric lights 
now in the hospital and dining hall.“ 

Thie was but a confirmation of the 
governor's fears. The lives of 250 
helpless invalids were in jeopardy. 
Gov. La Grange immediately ordered 
material bought and labor employed to 
properly rewire the hospital, and work 
was commenced without delay, as an 
mergency case subject to er ap- 

roval by the board of managers. The 
work in the hospital is just completed, 
and rewiring of the dining hall is Al- 
ready begun. The wire in most of the 
barracks had previously undergone re- 
newal, and all wiring when completed 
will be in accordance with that es- 
tablished and known as the national 
underwriters’ electrical code standard.

KANSAS MURDERERS CURSE A 
Kon AND “DIE GAME.” 


— — 


Infuriated Citizens Wreak Vengeance on 
the Half-brother Slayers of Young 


Victims Had Been Members of an Or- 
ganized Gang of Thieves—Third 


Murderer Escaped—Story 
of the Crime. 


F. NIGHT REPORT.} 

FORT SCOTT (Kan. Jan. 20.— 
George Silbee and Ed Meeks, half 
brothers, who were convicted of mur- 
der here earlier in the week, were 
lynched by a mob in the County Jan 
yard tonight. At a late hour their 
bodies were dangling from two trees 
in the yard, the authoritics having been 
so completely surprised that no effort 
had been made to remove the ghastly 
evidence of the mob's work. 

The two men, who hailed from Kan- 
sas City, had been convicted of mur- 
dcr in the first degree, their victim 
being a young German farmer named 
Leopold Edlinger, whose murder oc- 
curred near this city in October last. 
The murderers disposed of Edlinger’s 
pair of mules, ont horse and a wagon 
in Cedar county, Mo. Amos Philips, an 
accomplice of the two brothers in the 
crime, was convicted yesterday ot 
murder in the first degree. The evi- 
dence showed that the three men de- 
longed to a gang of thieves, who had 
been regularly disposing of their plun- 
der in Cedar county. 

The lynching was the work of a mob 
that began gathering in the vicinity ot 
the County Jail soon after dark, but 
the purpose of the assembling seems 
not to have been suspected until the 
jail was attacked. A barbed wire 
trocha that had been previously built 
around the jail, was borne down, the 
heavy doors leading to the prison were 
battered in, and when the mob came 
howling out of the jail with its in- 
tended victima, the interior of the place 


looked as if it had wrecked by 
dynamite. 
George Silbee, the older of the two 


urethern. defied his captors until the 
fast. He placed the noose around his 
own neck, and died cursing the crowd. 
Just as he was jerked into eternity he 
turned to his brother with an oath anc 
commanded him to die game.” The 
brother obeyed, maintaining an out- 
ward calm until he was jerked into the 


alr. 
Before this Silbee shouted to the mob 
in defiant tones that he himself shot 
Edlinger and that Amos Philips struck 
him on the head with an ax. He in- 
sisted that his brother Ed did not par- 
t icipate in the crime. 

“Be sure and get Philips,” the 
doomed man urged. Then, 2 to 
his tormentors, he bade them, with a 
curse, to string him up. The vengeance 
Silbee manifested toward his accom- 
plice, Philips, was probably due te the 
fact that Philips, soon after his arrest, 
made a full confession of the crime, 
though when he was put upon trial he 
repudiated this earlier confession. 

Ed Meeks was equally fearless in 
the hands of the mob, but he did not 
manifest the spirit of bravado shown 
by his brother. His last words were, 
“Hang me if you will, but I did not 
help kill Edlinger. George shot him 
and Philips struck him with an ax. 
I did —.” e doomed man got no | 
further in his statement, for four or 
five men had him by the feet, others 
drew the noose around his neck, throw- 
ing the loose end over a limb, and in 
a moment he was strangling to death. 

When finally satisfied with their 
vengeance upon the two brothers, the 
leaders of the mob went back to the 
jail in search of old man Philips. In 
the mean time the jail keepers had se- 
creted him in a room in the rear of the 
structure, and when the lynchers came 
back they were told that Philips had 
been hurried away. After a brief 
search the lynchers seemed satisfied 
with this explanation and left the 
scene, thus sparing the life of the third 
murderer. Philips will probably be 
taken out of the city. There is some 
question as to the old man’s sanity. 


was a vicious attack by Silbee and 
Meeks upon Deputy Sherif Behmer, 
when the latter went to their cell to- 
night to inspect the cage. Behmer 
then discovered that the convicts had 
sawed the hinges of the cell door all 
but off. He entered the cage to re- 
move the prisoners to another cell, and 
as he did so was felled by Silbee with 
an iron bar, which the prisoners had 
secreted. Other deputies came to Beh- 
mer's rescue and in the scrimmage 
fired several shots at the convicts. One 
bullet took effect in Silbee’s leg. The 
shooting attracted a crowd. Wild 
stories of the assault were soon in cir- 
culation among the crowd which gath- 
ered around the jail, and it only re- 
quired the few leaders who came later 
to incite the gathering to violence. 

After the assault upon Deputy Beh 
mer, Silbee and Meeks were shackled 
and the irons were still upon them as 
they were swung to their death.

In adapting the piece for the the- 
ater, Mr. Caine, of necessity, had to 
make some radical changes in its 
construction and purpose.

FINANCE COMMITTEE. 
WEIGHTS AND MEASURES. 
The Finance Committee yesterday 
took action on the message of the 
Mayor, regarding the appointment of a 
city sealer of weights and measures. 
The committee recommends that the 
Council enact an ordinance defining 
the duties and fixing the compensation 
af the officer and that the City At- 
tormey be instructed to provide in the 
ordinance for sufficient revenue to 

cover the expenses of the office.

FRANK G. CARPENTER. 


AN EXTRAORDINARY TRIP TO THE PHILIP- 
PINES AND THE FAR EAST. 


Made in the Interests of The Los Angeles Times—Carpenter 
as a Traveler—His Remarkable Career—He Has Trav- 
ersed the Globe and Interviewed Its Notables 


From Kings 


to Peasants. 


ANNOUNCEMENT. 


ITHIN the next few weeks 

The Los Angeles Times will 

begin the publication of a 
series of letters, from the Philip- 
pines and the Far East, by Frank G. 
Carpenter. Mr. Carpenter has al- 
ready left San Francisco for Japan. 
He will stop there a few days and 
will then push rapidly on for the 
Philippines, where he will remain 
for the greater part of the year, 
traveling from island to island and 
giving graphic descriptions of the 
country, its resources, the people, 
both savage and civilized, their 
curious customs and all about 
them. Mr. Carpenter has long been 
noted for his fairness as a corre 
spondent. He believes in 
the truth and his letters will de- 
scribe things just as he finds them, 
without political bias in favor of 
any policy or party. 

His trip is made solely for infor- 
mation,and he will spare neither 
expense nor trouble to get at the 
truth. He goes armed with creden- 
tials from the Secretaries of War 
and the Navy, and letters from the 
Secretary of State and Gen. Miles, 
the commander of the army, which 


bucked the tiger at Monte Carlo and 
climbed the great Pyramid of 
Ghizeh. 

When he returned he was sent to 
Washington by the Cleveland 
Leader as a correspondent. His 
letters from the national capital at 
once attracted wide attention. They 
were copied in all the p pers of the 
country, and continued to be so un- 
til Mr. Carpenter began to write for 
the American Press Association, 
and there protected his letters by 
copyright. 

In the meantime his income from 
hie writings had steadily risen. He 
was doing some magazine work 
writing editorial-page gossip for 
the New York World and his letters 
for the American Press, when he 
decided to throw up his engage- 
ments and make a trip around the 
world. 

In this trip he was accompanied 
by his wife. He left San Francisco 
for Japan, went thence to China and 
the Chinese Wall, and then south to 
Siam, Burmah, India, Egypt, Tur- 
key and Europe. The journey con- 
sumed over a year, and during it 
Mr. Carpenter wrote letters to his 
combination of American news- 


ing material which was of immense 
value to his papers in the Chinese 
Japanese war which broke out dur 
ing his absence. While in Japan he 
had an interview with Count Ito, 
the Premier and adviser of the 


Mikado, in which he predicted that 


the war would take place. 

From this time until his recent 
journey of a year around arid abont 
South America, Mr. Carpenter's 
travels have been confined to the 
United States, with the exception of 
a little trip to Puerto Rico, which 
was made during the past summer. 

His present journey includes the 
Philippine Islands, Japan, China, 
Java, Australia, New Zealand and 
Hawaii. It will describe these coun- 
tries as they are today, picturing 
them with pen and camera as they 
actually are in the year 1900. 


The letters will begin about the 
first Sunday in February, and will 
run regularly every Sunday (unless 
the correspondent should be held 
up by the savages of the Philip- 
pines) for one year.

Mr. Carpenter is well known to 
our readers asa traveler and a re- 
liable correspondent.

MANY TOURISTS ARRIVE.

CROWDS CAME IN LAST WEEK. 
NEW LOCOMOTIVES. 
During the past week the arrivals 
of tourist passenger in the State 
must have been not much less than 
one thousand people. There are three 
agencies which bring in two parties 
each week as a rule. These parties 
number from thirty to ninety each. The 
Santa Fé has three to five tourist cars 
attached to the regular passenger 
train each day, and these bring from 
ninety to one hundred and fifty pedple 
daily. The Union Pacific also runs its 
own tourist parties to the Caast. 


The last Santa Fé limited last week 
“had eighty-nine people on board, and 


these trains seldom carry less than 
seventy. 

The Santa Fé some months ago or- 
dered twenty immense freight engines 
from eastern locomotive works. Th. 
first of these is expected out next week. 
and they all will be at work within 
three months. They are intended for 
use on the mountain divisions. This

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OUR NEW BRIGADIERS.* 


As exclusively predicted in the Army 
and Navy Journal, the President has 
nominated to the Senate Gens. Mac- 
Arthur, 8. B. M. Young and William 
Ludlow to be brigadier-generals in the 
regular army. Gen. J. C. Bates has 
been nominated to be a major-general 
in the volunteer army, vice Gen. Law- 
ton, and Gen. Loyd Wheaton is bre- 
vetted major-general of volunteers for 
distinguished service in the Philippines. 
When the nominations came up in the 
Senate for confirmation Mr. Pettigrew 
objected to that of Gen. MacArthur be- 
cause of his rapid promotion. Sen- 
ators Hawley, Hale and Proctor de- 
fended it and all were finally confirmed 
January 4. Gens. MacArthur, Bates, 
Young and Wheaton have been in the 
Philippines since near the beginning 
of the active operations against the in- 
surgents. They have all performed 
services of the highest order and have 
participated in numerous decisive en- 
gagements.

Since the civil war his service has been 
most excellent In many responsible po- 
sitions. When the Spanish-American 
war broke out he was appointed briga- 
dier-general of volunteers and was soon 
afterward promoted to major-general. 
At the end of the war he was mus- 
tered out, but in April, 1999, was again 
appointed brigadier-general of volun- 
teers. His distinguished service in the 
Philippines for several months past is 
too well known to need * 

Gen. MacArthur served during the 
civil war ae an officer of Wisconsin 
volunteers, attaining to the rank of 
lieutenant-colonel, receiving the brevets 
of Meutenant-colonel and colonel for 


gallantry it. many battles. In 1966 
he was appointed second lieutenant of 
Seventeenth Infantry, rose to captain 


and was appointed to the Achatant- 
General's department in 1899, om- 
ing Meutenant-colonel in 1894. In May, 
1898, he was appointed brigadier-«rn- 
eral of volunteers, and in the following 
August was promoted to major-gen- 
eral. tle record in the Philippines 
has been unsurpassed, afd he has well 
earned the brigadier’s star. 

Gea. Ludlow was e«raduated from 
West Point in 1864, promoted to the 
engineers, and served with the Twen- 
tieth Army Corpse under Gen. Hooker 
in the Atlanta campaign in 1864. and 
chief engineer of the left wing of Gen. 
Sherman's army in Savannah and the 
Carolinas campaign in 1864-5, and re- 
ceived brevetd from captain to lieu- 
tenant-colonel for gallantry in battle. 
He wae chief engineer of the Depar:- 
ment of Dakota in the Black Hills and 
Yellowstone expeditions, and later had 
charge of various works of fortifica- 
tions and river and harbor improve- 
ments on the Atlantic coast. He 
was chief engineer of the Philadelphia 
waterworks by permission of Congress 
from 1883 to 1886, and was at different 
times engineer of various boards hav- 
ing charge of lighthouses and great 
lake improvements. From 1893 to 1897 
he was United States military attaché 
at London, and in 189 was president 
of the Nicaraguan Canal Commission. 
In May, 1898, he was appointed briga- 
dier-genera!l of volunteers, and after- 
ward major-general. Being mustered 
out. he was again appointed brigadier- 
general of volunteers April 13, 1899. As 
commander of the Department of Ha- 
vana for some time past, he has en- 
hanced his already high reputation. 


THE NAVAL GUNS AT LADYSMITH. 


The naval men were the heroes on 
the British side in the early fighting 
at Ladysmith. There has been much: 
speculation as to the exact character 
of the guns they used to save the Brit- 
ish army from a terrible cutting up 
from several 40-pounders, with which 
the British fleld artillery was out- 
ranged. The naval guns came from 
H.M.S. Powerful and Tartar, com- 
manded by Capt. Lambton of the for- 
mer ship. They were four 12-pounders 
and two large 4.7-inch. The 12-pound- 
ers are of the naval and not fleld serv- 
ice pattern. They are long and heavy 
guns, which on shipboard are fixed on 
a pivot carriage and fitted with a steel 
shield. The 4.7-inch gun is a far larger 
and far more powerful piece. The 4.7- 
inch has a weight of 42 cwt., carries s 
45-pound shell, has a length of 16 feet, 
and a speed flight of 2188 feet per sec- 
ond. The 12-pounder naval has a 
weight of 12 cwt., carries a 12-pound 
shell, has a length of 10 feet and a 
speed flight per second of 2210 feet. The 
12-pounder field gun weighs 8 cwt., has 
a 12-pound shell, a length of 7 feet and 
a speed flight of 1607 feet. 

The ordinary fleld gun in use in the 
army is a 15-pounder, of even lighter 
weight and less power than the above. 
It does not use metal cartridges, and 
is not a quick-firer, differing in this 
from the 4.7 and 12-pounder naval. Its 
range is very much shorter from the 
fact that its projectile is shrapnel. The 
batteries of artillery in South Africa 
were not supplied with lyddite shell. 
This, however, is carried in the Bricish 
warships, and was taken up to the 
front with the naval guns. he prob- 
lem was so to adapt these naval guns as 
to fit them for movement on land. The 
naval carriages are too heavy and are 
immobile, being bolted down to the 
ship's structure. The ingenuity of 
Capt. Scott of the Terrible overcame 
the difliculty. With the aid of Lieut. 
. C. A. Ogilvy and Assistant Engineer 
Roskruge, he designed feld carriages 
of rough and simple construction.

But, having investigated these pre- 
liminary matters, let us take a walk 
through the works. We will begin at 
the low bulldings outside. Here is an 
$000-galion tank of naphtha, filled di- 
rectly from the cars that enter the 
premises on sidings, though the cars 
are a hundred yards or more away. 
The fluid runs through pipes. This is 
used in the varnish that makes new 
rubbers look so glossy. The man who 
stirs the varnish is liable to be blown 
up at any moment if his fire gets too 
het, but he has been at it for years, 
ani is as placid as ajoliceman. Other 
com tments in the hcuse are de- 
vot to the mixing of cement, which 
is of pure rubber and naphtha, and to 
@ stationary fire department, with 
steam always on.

Now we come to the main building, 
end in tanks outside tf it we find 
some tons of biscuits soaking in het 
weter. This softens then so that they 
can be more readily cut into pieces of 
a suitable size to put through the 
“cracker” which a man of slightly bent 
back and grizzled whiskers is attend- 
ing. He shovels the lumps into the 
jaws of this machine—a couple of 
cylinders—and they deliver it, a pale- 
brown mass that has tne seeming con- 
sistency of an old carpet. Not only 
does the machinery break up the 
lumps, but water running through it 
cleans them, and in this process the 
best rubber loses 18 per cent., while 
the African variety shrinks 40 to 45

sand and chips, and other impurities. 
After the washing process the rough 
sheets and strips are put on wire racks 
and carried to rooms through which 
warm, dry air is blown, and there they 
stay for ten days. The longer they re- 
main there the stronger and better 
they are, for rubber before vulcanizing 
is affected by moisture, and even the 
knives and shears used here penetrate 
it more readily after they have been 


dipped in water. 


On its return from the drying room 
the sheets are “compounded” with cer- 


tain powders and other substances, 


the secret of these materials being in 
some factories closely kept, but su- 


phur is supposed to be one of them. 


The stuff goes into the mixers, which 
run it once more through shining cyl- 
inders that, it is said, often have to 
exert a strength of a hundred horse 


power to get down a particularly 
thick morsel. Now and then, instea‘ 
of falling into the trough below, the 
rubber will stick to the cylinder, and 
the workman then has to be spry and 
has to use a good deal of force to 
tear it, even from the polished steel. 
While it is passing through the pow- 
ders are Added, and are crushed into 
the gummy substance. You are puzzled 
as you stand before the ranks of cal- 
endars by constant pistol shots, but as 
nothing hits you there appears to be 
no occasion for alarm. In fact, there 
are no pistols. They are blisters, or 
air bubbles, that are popping as the 
mass is squeezed by the inexorab'e 
rolls of steel. With these volleys ad- 
ded to the rumble and jangle of the 
machines you tan hardly hear the 
gum drop. 

WHAT THEY DO WITH RUBRER 


By this time the rubber has become 
more tractable, and begins to look Une 
rubber as we know it.

He 
examines a list as he goes to it in 
the morning, and finds himself billed, 
say, for certain pairs of a certain size. 
Thus, under head of “Men's Sandal 
Plain Toe Milan,” No. 446 finds hiniself 
provided with materials for making up 
twenty-five pairs of sixes, and five 
pairs of tens; while No. 227 is to make 
thirty pairs of fives and four pairs of 
eights. A complete rubber shoe com- 
prises nine pieces: The insole, lining, 
strip, junior, heel plece, filling sole, the 
piece, upper and outside.

Now to the varnish room, strong with 
the fumes of naphtha.

Here the 
men whose duty it is to dip the fin- 
ished rubbers into the varnish have 
acquired a nicety of handling equal to 
that of the man who cuts out the up- 
pers, for they do not let the varnish run 
down on the inside of the shoe. After 
dipping, the shoes are put upon racks 
and run into tin ovens for baking or 
vulcanizing at a temperature of 360 
deg., for six or seven hours. Were it 
not for the vulcanizing the rubber 
would absorb the moisture, and would 
freeze like mud in cold weather. After 
the opening of the oven doors you no- 
tice that sulphur has crusted the lin-

WEEKLY BANK STATEMENT. 


INCREASE IN CASH HOLDINGS. 
IA. F. DAY REPORT.) 


NEW YORK, Jan. 20.—The Financier 
says: “The New York clearinghouse 
banks added no less than $11,536,000 
to their cash holdings last week, 
bringing the total cash on hand to 
$215,565,200, an amount larger than they 
have reported in the vaults for months 
past. The surplus reserve rose about 
$7,500,000, and stands at present at 
$24,184,675. This contrasts quite sharply 
with the actual deficit existing sixty 
days ago. The rapid recovery is due 
of course to the return of money from 
the interior, and to the disbursement 
of treasury funds. into active chan- 
nels of commerce. Counting the 15. 
000,000 of gold exported, it appears that 
no less than $46,000,000 of cash has 
come into the New York banks in 
Sixty days. The fact that surplus re- 
serves now are not correspondingly 
larger is due to the growth of deposits, 
which are about $27.500,000 heavier

The National City Bank seems to 
absorbed about al! the specie 
that came to the clearinghouse insti- 
tution.

The state- 
ment foreshadows a continued easy 
money market. Whether this will lead 
to a revival in speculative activity is 
a question that is being carefully de- 
bated at present. In 1894, with record- 
breakfhe bank reserves, security mar- 
kets were almost lifeless, but condi- 
tions now are so different that there 
is no analogy. The activity notice- 
able of late in the bond market shows 
that funds are seeking investment at 
prevailing interest rates. The future 
will be determined by the continuance 
of the interior movement this way. If 
it retains its present volume the usual 
results of easy money and prosperous 
conditions as reflected in speculative 
circles will no doubt be witnessed 
again.”

LSEWHERE in this magazine is published today an 
article from the pen of Viadimir Teplow, concerning 


they have. It is difficult, however, for Americans, accus- 


sist, in her forests and in her limited variety of agricul- 
tural products. Practically all the manufactured goods she 
uses must come from abroad. The demand for these will 
increase rapidly under the stimulating influence of the new 
railroad. The railroad is one of the greatest promoters of 
enlightenment and enterprise. It carries not only new 
goods, but new ideas to the people along its path. It opens 
up to them a new world, fills them with new energy, and, 
what is of still more interest to others, it indirectly, but 
mone the less surely, creates for them new wants. 

The most convenient, most natural and in every way 
most desirable source of supply for the wants of the mil- 
ions of people dwelling in Siberia will be, when the Trans- 
Siberian Railroad shall be finished, the United States of 
America, and the Pacific Ocean, as Mr. Teplow indicates, 
will be the highway over which the supply must be trans- 
ported. This fact makes the outlook one of especial in- 
terest to the people of this Coast. “From the day on which 
the first through train is hauled over the new railroad,” 
says the Consul-General, “I expect to see the result I pre- 
dict manifest itself both in your Pacific Coast cities and 
inland, at your manufacturing centers.” But, as he says 
further on, “the real benefit will come when the road is 
regularly opened for business, when communities are build- 
ing up along its line, when areas now uninhabited and 
undeveloped shall spring into life under the magic touch 
of immigration. American capital and American enter- 
prise will be tremendous factors in Siberia then, and there 
will be no section of your country, North, South, East or 
West, that will not be affected favorably.” 

It is true this Coast is not especially a manufacturing 
section, but with a market thus brought practically to our 
door, without the necessary expense of transportation 
across our own country, and with the cheap fuel which our 
petroleum product is furnishing, there is no reason why 
considerable manufacturing industries may not be profit - 
ably created bere. In reference to prospective demand in 
Siberia for present products of the Pacific Coast, William 
Mitchell Bunker, the special correspondent already referred 
to, wrote more particularly than does Mr. Teplow. He ex- 
pressed the opinion that farming in Eastern Siberia, under 
the most favorable Russian conditions, will net reduce the

THE LAST BANDS IN BATTLE. 


USED TO LEAD THE BRAVE BULGARIANS ON THE 
THIRD DAY OF THE BATTLE OF SLIVNICA. 


[Pall Mall Gazette:] The short though sanguinary cam- 
paign between Bulgaria and Servia in the autumn of 1885 
witnessed the last instance of the employment of bands 
during active hostilities and here, too, the example set 
by Skobeleff was pushed to a truly startling extreme. 
The third day of the battle of Slivnica found the Servians 
apparently impregnably posted on the steep hills in the 
neighborhood of Dragoman. Nothing daunted, however, the 
brave Bulgarians formed for frontal attack, and Gen. 
Bendereff issued the extraordinary order that every bat- 
talion of infantry would be not only accompanied bat 
headed by its band playing the “Djumi Maritza,’ the da- 
tional air. Accordingly the charging battalions toiled up 
the ascent in this formation, the bands never ceasing play- 
ing for one instant. A German officer attached to the 
staff of Prince Alexander of Battenberg in recording his 
experiences, states that the progress of each unit could 
be easily followed by the crescendo and diminuendo of the 
music. In the most exposed places the air became thin 
and ragged, and the rattle of the bullets on the brass in- 
struments was plainly audible from the valley below. 
Then, when the crest was reached, and the Servians broke 
and fied, the “Djumi Maritza” swelled forth again in vic- 
torious volume. Strange to relate, though, the casualties 
amone the musicians were nothing like as serious as one 
would have expected. 

Since 1857, when the “Queen's Regulations” have laid 
down that bandsmen are to be effective as soldiers, to be 
perfectly drilled, and to be liable to serve in the ranks in 
any emergency, the bands of British regiments have dis- 
carded all musica) responsibilities when accompanying 
their units on active service. But there is one compara- 
tively recent instance—it is the last on record—of a Brit- 
ish military band finding themselves in action with 
their instruments about them. At the present juncture 
the engagement at Bronkhorst Spruit, on December 20,

The musicians, 
indeed, suffered heavily in this one-sided affair, for their 
instruments and comparative helplessness rendered them an 
easy target—a circumstance of which the Boers took every 
advantage. as the casualty returns will testify.

About nine times out of ten the fruit grower mourned 
over his experiment and the next year sent for the 
Chinaman. While the Chinaman does not equal the 
white man in average work, he does not ask as much, 
and he gives an exact equivalent. He does not assume 
that every man with a ranch is a nabob to be shinned 
and picked in every way possible. He does not go out 
fruit picking as he would to a picnic, to throw fruit 
at the girls and then giggle over his smartness in putting 
it in the box to spoll the rest because it is bruised. If 
a man tells a Chinaman he wants his lemons handled 
like eggs they are so handled, whether he thinks the 
man fussy or not, and when be wants fruit well as- 
sorted the Chinaman is ready to do it, even with a fine 
comb, without calling his employer a fool the minute 
his back is turned. 

It is much the same with contract work. Every con- 
tractor would prefer good white men. But he must 
know what he is getting for his money. He knows 
that whatever number of Chinamen he has on the work, 
every man of them will be there at 7 o'clock Monday 
morning, shovel in hand and “dead sober.” What does 
he care what she Chinaman does im his tent after 
day is over, as long as he makes himself a faith 
machine the moment he comes out? 

This is the way the white labor is generally “crowded 
out.” Good white labor is more economical for most 
things than Chinese. But the Chinese labor is al) of the 
quality. The employer knows just what he is 
getting for his money.

is to be continued once every day for the two weeks, sham- 
poo the head. Having hair and scalp clean, begin with 
the front hair, bend the anointed fingers, and begin a pa- 


tient, gentle rubbing, getting directly at the scalp, touch- . 


ing any but the roots of the bair as little as may be. 

Follow the same rule for the back, beginning with both 
sides of the crown and then working up from the base or 
“scruff” of the neck. At first it will be impossible to pre- 
vent the hair looking a little greasy, but brushing will 
help this, and for those who object to the brush, the hair 
may be well rubbed with a soft fine cloth or large silk 
handkerchief. —

the fact that many people, particularly where the hair is 
brittle or scanty, have used them with bristles that were 
far too stiff.

turn up, take a brush in each hand and stroke upward, 
allowing one brush to surely cover the exact middle of the 
bead. Give fifty firm strokes, the same number to each 
side and the same to the back, also turned up, the long 
hair to be taken separately and well brushed out. If 
there is the slightest inclination to undulating/ growth the 
hair will wave after a few days, for this treatment, and 
even in the case of that which is uncompromisingly 
ght, if persevered in, will give “fluffiness” and undula- 
not actual wave.

Nothing’ is known that equals this pillar in beauty and 
grandeur. By the aid of our calcium lights we beheld the 
most uncarthly beauty; the ceiling above, with its long 
and intricate meshes of stalactites and the great pillar 
itself im all its grandeur and beauty. 

I have noticed cnly a few of the many grand halls and 
passages in this wonderful cave. Language fails to con- 
vey anything like a correct idea of the grandeur and im- 
mensity of some cf its rooms. When we returned to the 
outer world the day was dawning. We tad wandered un- 
derground all night, and like the goat uner the swing, we 
were much dirtier, but wiser than before.

PRONUNCIATION OF METHUEN. 


[London News:] The patronymic of the heroic com- 
mander of the brigade of guards in the Transvaal is va- 
riously pronounced, according to taste, as Meth-u-en, 
Meth-uen.
